To understand the controver- 


sy, it is essential,to go back 
to 'the 1963 hearings which 
began Feb. 26 and. recessed 
Nov. 20. The hearings devel- 
oped 2,740 pages of testimony. 


The McClellan subcommit- 


tee heard testimony that four 
times a source selection board 
had accepted the evaluation' 
work of a 235-man team "of 
military and civilian aviation 
experts. These experts had 
assigned operation superiority 
to the Boeing design each 
time. 


Four times, the subcommit- 


tee was told, 
McNamara 


ordered a re-evaluation of the 
findings, an act which the 
subcommittee 
heard 
was 


without precedent in the Pen- 
tagon's history. 


On the fourth go-round, and 


after both General Dynamics 
and Boeing had submitted 
revised designs, the evalu- 
ators concluded there was 
little to choose from although 
Boeing still was assigned a 
slight operational superiority. 


General 
Dynamics 
was 


rated as superior in man- 
agerial techniques. 


In explaining his decision, 


McNamara said the General 
Dynamics design was more 
conventional than Boeing's; 
that Boeing's cost estimates 
were "unrealistic"; that Boe- 
ing in trying to meet the 
Navy's weight requirements 
(50,000 pounds fully fueled and 
armed) was, in truth, offering 
two 
planes, 
whereas 
he 


thought he could save $1 
billion by adhering to the one 
plane concept. 


The subcommittee asked 


Joseph L. Campbell, then 
comptroller general, to ascer- 
tain from McNamara just 
how he arrived at the esti- 
mated $1 billion savings fig- 
ure. What were the basic 
calculations? 


Testimony 


Campbell then testified: 
"McNamara went back to 


the beginning to give us the 
whole story of the whole 
philosophy and the planning. 
When it came time to exam- 
ine the records he stated that 
he had the figures in his head, 
indicating to us he did not 
have them on paper." 


To clarify the differences in 


performance offered by Gen- 
eral Dynamics and Boeing, 
the committee prepared 
a 


chart, the accuracy of which 
was attested to by Air Force 
Col. Roy A. Jaynes, weapons 
system staff officer for the 
F111TFX. 


For security reasons an "X 


factor" common denominator 
was assigned to each aircraft. 


The chart showed: 
In relation to the General 
Dynamics' design, the ferry 
range of the Boeing plane was 
"X" plus 1,276 miles. 


Boeing's 
proposed 
plane 


could carry 69 per cent more 
bombs with the wings fully 
extended; 11 per cent more 
with the wings swept back a 
full 72.5 degrees. 


Boeing's plane could carry 


50 per cent more nuclear 
bombs; 100 per cent more air- 
to-air missiles. 


Boeing's plane for the Navy 


weighed 2,208 pounds less than 
General Dynamic's. 


Further, 
Boeing's design 


afforded the Navy model an 
ability to "loiter" on combat 
air patrol 5V4 times longer Angus Rothwe/f 
than General Dynamics. 


General 
Dynamics' 
was 


rated superior in size, a fact 
which would enable the Navy 
to carry five more aboard a 
carrier than the plane pro- 
posed by Boeing. 


A memorandum, dated Mov. 


21, 1962, justifying the selec- 
tion of General Dynamics, 
was introduced into the hear- 
ings. It was signed by McNa- 
mara, Navy Secretary Fred 
North and Air Force Secre- 
tary Eugene M. Zuckert.

State Medical Education 
Services Studied Again

MADISON — For the third 


time in as many years, major 
studies are being started of 
Wisconsin medical education 
services and needs for the 
future. 
- And the studies are going to 
have to face 
up 
to 
the 


problems caused by the previ- 
ous two studies, as well as to 
the pressing needs for a 
review of state medical 
ser- 


vices and training capabilities. 


One-study is being under- 


taken under the broad powers 
of the State Building Commis- 
sion, and is being conducted 
by a team of staff analysts of 
the state Coordinating 
Com- 


mission for Higher Education 
and the bureau of manage- 
ment of the state Department 
of Administration. 


At the same time, a team of 


researchers from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin is starting — 
before the Building Commis- 
sion study is begun — a study 
for the University on that 


system's aspects of the prob- 
lems confronting the Building 
Commission, which is charged 
with appropriating funds for 
the construction of stale fa- 
cilities. 


; First Factor 


firsFBlll — A strategic bomb- 
er whch is essentially an 
F111A with Navy wings and a 
"stretched" fuselage to give it 
more fuel capacity. 


RF111 — A high speed, high 


flying version of the F111A for 
reconnaissance missions. 


General Dynamics has a 


contract to build 16 prototypes 
of the Fill for the Air Force 
while Grumman is to build 
five for Navy consideration. 


Originally, General Dynam- 


.Ics proposed to build 1,700 of 
the Fills for $5.5 billion, 


"The first of these is the

Unfinished* 


The demand for the study 


has grown out of a $30 million 
bit of unfinished business that 
has 
been 
confronting the 


Building 
Commission 
ever 


since conflicting reports on 
the proposed development of 
the UW hospital were filed 
with it. 


The primary report was 


made by a special Legislative 
Council 
study 
committee 


which spent eleven months 
studying the problem in 1963 
and 1964. 


Headed by state Senator 


William Draheim (R-Neenah) 
and 
Assemblyman 
George 


Molinaro 
(D-Kenosha), 
the 


committee reported after an 
extensive study that a six 
year $30 million dollar build- 
ing program was needed for 
the University Hospital. The 
first two year phase of the 
program, duly included in the 
1965-67 building program, was 
pegged at $9 million. 


But another study, conduct- 


ed by the UW in an effort to 
prepare for the onslaught of 
the additional building funds 
and the facilities that were to 
be constructed, was made by 
a private planner hired for 
the occasion. 


The planner reported back 


that instead of packing more 
buildings into the confined 
area near the central campus 
where little open ground now 
remains, the University would 
have to pick up its hospital 
center and the medical educa- 
tion facilities that it contains 
and move them to the west 
end of the campus. The report 
came as a surprise, as the 
Legislative researchers had 
not been consulted. 


A great amount of open 


space is available in that 
area, and as an added benefit, 
the veterans' hospital, with 


which some cooperative work 
is done, is located close by. 
Conclusion 


As an estimate, the report 


concluded that the transfer of 
the medical facilities could be 
accomplished for about $30 
million — the amount availa- 
ble for what'were thought to 
be additional buildings for the 
medical school. 


University officials do not 


now contend that a total 
transfer necessarily will be 
accomplished if such a reloca- 
tion is affected. They point

out that between the present 
site of the state hospital and 
the proposed location are the 
research, office and teaching 
buildings of the biological and 
biochemical sciences, which 
are intimately associated with 
the new medicine being taught 
in modern hospital schools. 


Who is to say how large the 


campus of the future is to be, 
university officials ask. Per- 
haps it would be feasible to 
operate the medical campus 
along the length of that mile 
long sinew of buildings, with 
the two medical complexes 
dangling fiom each end. 


But that suggestion leaves 


many unanswered questions 
for the Building Commission, 
and the state officials know it. 
It leaves a serious doubt that 
the total program cost could 
be held to S30 million, for 
medical buildings are notor- 
iously expensive to construct 
and equip. If the entire school 
and hospital are to be moved, 
it is necessary to consider 
carefullv whether the entire 
cost could — especially after 
two years delay — be met 
with $30 million. 


If the medical complex is to 


be operated in two segments, 
the 
$30 million price 
tag 


might be met, but other costs 
of possible 
efficiency 
and 


economy los?es must be con- 
sidered. And if the medical 
complex is moved, the costs 
of remodeling or removing the 
present 
medical 
buildings 


would be considerable and 
must be considered as addi- 
tional to the $30 million, 
Rothwell points out. 


High Price 


With the Draheim-Molinaro 


study, the state went into the 
program expecting a high 


price 
tag. 
State 
officials 


thought that they had met it 
and were on their way to a 
vast improvement of medical 
facilities and improved and 
expanded education with the 
allocation of the 
additional 


funds 
— • more than the 


budgets of some entire state 
agencies. 


But the special UW report 


took them by surprise. 


"It left quite a few people 


red in the face," a state 
official says. 


The state is, 
therefore, 


going back over the original 
ground covered three years 
ago. The study is technically 
being conducted by a sub- 
committee of the Building 
Commission, but actually by a 
select team of state analysts. 


Some competition between 


the state squad and the UW 
'team is to be expected, if the 
difference of the reports of 
two 
years 
ago 
are 
any 


measure. The UW got the 
jump on the state analysts by 
approving the study and the 
assignment of the medical 
school staff researchers at its 
last Regents meeting, while 
official Building Commission 
approval has yet to be given. 


But the state study will 


probably be more compre- 
hensive, and in that respect, 
will probably carry 
more

County Juvenile Detention Facilities 


Construction now in progress and that 


considered necessary in the next biennium 
in Wisconsin for new correctional institu- 
tions for juvenile offenders will total more 
than $33 millions. In addition to a boys' 
school now being built in Lincoln County, 
the State Welfare Department is proposing 
another such boys' school in southern 
Wisconsin and a school for delinquent girls 
In the southeastern part of the state. They 
are- considered absolutely necessary to 
meet anticipated institutional 
populations 


of the 1970's. 


State corrections officials remind the 


public and the legislature that they have 
absolutely no control over the number of 
youths in such institutions. They 
are 


required by law to receive and house all 
persons committed by the courts. 
- The only control the Welfare Depart- 
ment has on populations is the length of 
time the boys or girls are kept in the 
institution And because of the population 
pressure on present boys' schools pending 
completion of the Lincoln County institu- 
tion, the average stay at Wales and Kettle 
Moraine is now between three and four 
months. This is proving totally inadequate, 
with the result that a majority of the boys 
entering the schools are repeaters. Some 
years ago when the average stay was nine 
months the percentage of repeaters was 
much lower. 


There is only one other approach to the 


problem currently being studied. Director 
Wilbur Schmidt has suggested that state 
aids to counties for the construction of 
juvenile detention facilities at the county 
level might prove to be a better program 
In the long run. Not only would it lessen 


the need for costly state institutions, but 
rehabilitation treatment started at the 
local level might be more successful than 
waiting until a juvenile delinquent has 
become such a serious problem that 
confinement to a state institution is the 
only choice. 


The state has had a long-standing policy 


of aiding local welfare programs, but has 
never granted aid for the construction of 
buildings necessary to house such projects. 
Despite constant prodding from the state, 
counties generally have not inaugurated 
programs of any consequence for the 
treatment of juvenile delinquents under 
confinement. As a matter of fact county 
facilities 
for 
merely 
the 
temporary 


confinement of juveniles are grossly inade- 
quate with a few exceptions. Schmidt feels 
that state aids may be necessary to 
encourage counties to build such facilities. 


The suggestion for such a program was 


made initially by the State Committee on 
Improved Expenditure Management, head- 
ed by W. R. Kellett of Menasha. It has also 
received considerable attention from a 
special 
committee 
appointed 
by 
the 


legislature to review the State Children's 
Code which governs the handling of 
juvenile offenders. 


Many juvenile court judges will commit 


a juvenile delinquent to a state institution 
only as a last resort. The over-population 
of present institutions is also a factor in 
that decision. A rehabilitation program 
available in the local community with 
which the judge could maintain close 
contact might be one of the best weapons 
available to us to combat the growing 
number of youngsters who become serious 
problems for the state.

Investigations of accidents in Wisconsin

Dr. Herbert Moskowitz of the Universi-

While he found that small amounts of 
alcohol — about four ounces or two drinks 
of vodka for the average size man — 
seemed not to impair his vision, hearing or 
time perception, there was a considerable 
impact upon the brain's ability to do more 
than one thing.

The experiments on the brain's ability 


to handle information were conducted 
'through the use of earphones. The subjects 


were told to identify a tone hidden in noise

other earphone at the same time. Alcohol 
made no apparent difference in this test. 
But when the subjects were asked to 
identify the tone while repeating the 
numbers, the two shots of vodka noticeably 
reduced their ability to do so.

drinks in rapid succession, the brain has 
been affected long before this level is 
reached.

"They're fairly harmless but 


they must be taught to live and 
work," said the prison director. 


The place where they are 


being "taught" has a signifi- 
cance these men themselves do 
not fully realize. 


They are populating the cells 


once occupied by Hermann 
Goering, Joachim von Ribben- 
trop, Field Marshal Wilhelm 
Keitel, and the other survivors 
of Hitler's thous'and-year Third 
Reich which lasted only twelve. 


Simple Jail 


The Nuernberg prison where 


the top Nazis were incarcerat- 
ed, where some committed sui- 
cide, where some won freedom 
in fact a score of years ago, and 
where some were hanged, is 
today a simple German jail. 


Across the courtyard is a 


small building once called a 
"turner halle" which in English 
comes out as a gymnasium for 
gymnastics. It was there that 10 
Nazis were hanged 20 years ago 
on the night of Oct. 16, 1946 — 
Goering cheated the hangman 
by committing suicide in his 
cell. 


Now it is a workshop for pris- 


oners. There are lathes and 
slabs of wood. It is full of junk. 
Twenty years ago it was stark 
and empty and a grisly gallows 
stood at the far wall. 


Off to the right is the Palace 


of Justice where the trial of Hit- 
ler's lieutenants was conducted 
by the Americans, British, 
French and Russians. 


In the 20 years since the his 


toric trials the old courtroom 
has been completely rebuilt. 
The public gallery has been re- 
moved. A huge crucifix hangs 
over the judges' bench and that 
is new. The dock where the 
remnants of Hitler's empire sat 
is just about the same and the 
well where lawyers sat keeps its 
appearance. 


It was here that the four pow- 


ers elected on Nov. 25, 1945 to 
try the top Nazis on four counts:

He Was Scolded 


Several days after this hap- 


pened, this correspondent met a 
translator who was needed to 
tell the Allies what Goering had 
written in German.

In effect, 
Goering 
wrote: 


"You shifted my cell from time 
to time. For you to have a sys- 
tem was for the reichmarshal to 
understand it. I had three pills. 
I permitted.you to find one in 
my-gear at Montfort (in Bel- 
gium) and one in my pomade 
jar. The third onen was hidden 
anally, sometimes in my navel.

Books Despite Uselessness 


Over a period of 42 years, the 


crime committed most often in 
Washington, D. C., was "selling 
ice cream cones. 


In 1921, as a health measure, 


the sale-of ice cream in less- 
than-pint containers was forbid- 
den. Yet, for years, millions of 
less-than-pint cones were sold in 
brazen defiance, of the law. 
They were licked in plain sight 
by residents, tourists, congress- 
men, perhaps even Supreme 
Court justices. Not until 1963 did 
Congress finally end the scandal 
by repealing* this obsolete law. 


In Elko, Na., crime ran even 


on the books than to take it off. 
As the original stimulus for a 
iaw fades away, people gradual- 
ly lose interest in it. No one 
obeys, no one complains, no one 
prosecutes. 


Yet, these dead letter laws 


may do real harm. For 'one 
thing, they may. breed disres- 
pect for law itself. Accordingly, 
as part of a broad drive to 
modernize criminal law. bar 
associations and other attorney 
irganizations are trying to clean 
tut these legal anachronisms. 
It is not an easy job. But it Is 


i job well worth doing. No law 
should remain on the books for 


more rampant. A 1918 ordin- 
ance, passed during the great 
flu epidemic, required every- 
body to wear a flu mask in 
public places. Not until 1964 did 
the city council let people 
breath easier by revoking the 
ordinance. 


Don't laugh! In Wisconsin a 


statue exists which requires the 
owner or manager of any public 
building ro provide cuspidors 
which must be cleaned and 
disinfected at least once a day. 
A violation of this law is 
punishable by a fine up to $100 
or a jail sentence of not more 
than six months.

Ned Kelly, .filmed the entire 
sequence. 'His cameras and 
film contributed to the ton 
and a half of equipment 
which the climbers trans- 
ported 250 miles inland from 
the Peruvian coast and then 
carried to the base and col

The 3,000-pounds consisted 


mainly of food, heavy clothing, 
6,000 feet of rope, ice picks, 
tents and heavy boots. The six- 
weeks' eating supply was hy- 
drated food especially design- 
ed for high altitudes by a 
British firm. 


Before ascending the moun- 


tain, the team hired 25 mules 
to transport the equipment to 
base camp, a location which 
is as close to the mountain a 


person can get without actual- 
ly climbing. The transporta- 
tion took four and one-half 
days. 


Appealing Scenery 


The countryside was dotted 


with abandoned Inca ruins and 
terraced mountains. In one 
remote valley the climbers 
encounlere'd a group of 30 
people, "cut off from the rest 
of the world," Mr. Smith re- 
calls. 


In base camp the six-mem- 


ber expedition investigated the 
mountain side and mapped out 
the route it would follow in 
the 35 day ascent to the sum- 
mit. Then the Englishmen car- 
ried loads of equipment to a

rubbing uncertainty about life 
and the world." Dr. Phillip 
Polatin, noted -psychiatrist, 
finds that this shift in per- 
spective may result in anxi- 
ety. "Our happiness," he 
says, "steins from the satis- 
faction of' our emotional re- 
quirements, yet few of us take 
time to study, what these 
requirements are." 


Progressive Society 


Disillusion has many causes 


and a variety of effects. Both 
religious leaders and psychol- 
ogists .are trying to under- 
stand why there's a stagger- 
ing rise in personal tragedy in 
the context of a progressive 
society which promises great- 
er riches and leisure to a 
growing number of people. 


Psychiatric research 
into 


such problems as the increase 
in auto accidents, divorce, and 
job loss shows that many of 
us experience confusion and a

thing we wanted badly. Free 
from pressure and the invig- 
orating drive that went into 
our 
efforts, 
we may

we've lost sight of why we 
originally wanted what we 
now have.

Makes Birds

It's time to watch for migrating birds in your 


yard again. Just as in spring when they were head- 
Ing north, they slop off to rest and feed. On their 
migratory'flights, most song birds travel at night, 
starting soon after sunset and flying .^or--three, four 
or more hours. Before daylight they come to rest. 


Even birds which through the summer lived in 


lonely wilderness places may use your yard as .a 
feeding and resting spot. They may sleep in your 
trees and bushes, and, after the sun comes up, look ' 
for insects, seeds and berries, each species finding 
its favorite food.

It's a good idea keep the bird bath ^filled with 


water. A long trip makes them thirsly,: and hungry 
too, so you may want to put out seeds and suet for 
them.

These visiting birds are not so conspicuous as 


they were in spring. Many of the more colorful visi- 
tors, and especially the warblers, are now toned down 
in their plumage colors. They all appear to be green- 
gray above and yellow 'below, somei with breast 
streaks and some without The heavy-foliage on trees 
and bushes keeps them bidden tec;

The best way to find out whether there is a flock 


•of migrating birds in your yard is to listen for their 
chirping notes. They may net sing their full spring 
songs, but they are sure to sound out with chips and 
chirps as they feed in the trees and bushes. Those 
that look for seeds and insect life on the ground are 
more easily spotted. 


Among the ground feeders are the thrushes, al- 


though they feed on fruits of trees and shrubs too. 
If you happened tc miss seeing one of these olive- 


' brown birds on his way north last spring, you may 


have another chance during the fall migration. Their 
migrating time through the state is during Septem- 
ber and inost of October.

The veery, hermit and weed thrush are summer

Pagel recalls; that_whenjt was first constructed, long

Horses were used in the construction1. The section 


to Gillett only took one season, he said. The part 
south of Green Bay had been completed -the previous 
year. . 


The team of horses would straddle the small track 


and pull -a string- of eight to ten small cars loaded 
with material for the bridge embankment. 


Years ago, he recalled, there were more passenger 


trains passing through the area. Today only two

About. 15 years ago the railroad company installed 


larger and heavier tracks. An .old wooden Abridge east 
of'his farm Was subsequently replaced by a concrete 
structure, which was the scene of a derailment ear- 
lier "this year. Several cars left the tracks, and a 
considerable amount of trackage was uprooted. 


The bridge arches up from each bank to a, high 


plateau as it towers about 25 feet.above the tracks.

Italian church 
bell. Lt. Shanley is a larger than life caballero whom, 
war spins out — and his jeep, with, a big "Bomb 
Disposal" sign has a personality all its own. There 
is Seaman Red Carlyle and the innocent beauty of 
hi? love-for Coco Comparo, whose pragmatism is so 
very Italian. Last but far from least is Rear Admiral 
Hayues Doddridge, whose meeting with LST 1826 
crewmen and their signorine in a sea cave is to me 
the funniest scene since "Catch 22." 


It would be unfair to disclose how the novel ends.

The Hostages. By Charles E. Israel. Simon &

The chilling plot of this novel isn't quite as im- 


plausible as it might sound in a brief summary. By 
wild happenstance, it could have taken place. 


The action is between the hours of 8 a.m. and 


midnight on a day when a delegation from Red China 
is eu route to New York, where Peking finally is to 
have a seat in the United Nations. 


The day begins with the usual departure of young 


children of various UN delegates'for an International 
School, but on this day the customary yellow school 
bus has been supplanted by a shabby old blue bus, 
and only one guardian mother notices that something 
seems to be wrong. 


The trouble is that a warped right-wing fanatic 


and a mere handful of deluded followers have suc- 
ceeded in carrying off a plot to substitute school - 
buses', carry off 16 children — a cross section of 
races, nationalities and religions — and hold them 
as hostages. The fanatic dreams irrationally that by 
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means of the hostages he can force the UN to revoke 
Red China's entrance. 


The fast-paced story shifts from UN headquarters 


to the mobilization of local and state police, the FBI 
and the Coast Guard; to the places of captivity; to 
the harried assemblage of frightened^arents o! so 
many nationalities. 


There are some stark scenes in the high levels ot 


the UN headquarters, and among the law officers. 
There are other scenes among the captive children — 
these are a bit overdrawn — and finally there is a 
movie-like climax as the rescuers close in on the final 
hideaway. 


This is thriller-diller business, of course. It la a 


type of fiction which requires more than the usual 
•suspension of disbelief, but if you'd like to remain in 
suspension, it offers a lot o£ excitement.

MacDonald. Hawthorn. $5.95. 


In "Scoop," the late Evelyn Waugh had a journal- 


ist unfamiliar with Africa blandly pick a name from 
the map and dateline a dispatch: "Terra Incognita." 


For most Americans, Africa,remains terra incog- 


nita, the unknown land. The profusion of newly in- 
dependent African nations, the unfamiliar names 
many have substituted for those we knew in our 
stamp collecting days, and the sad frequency of 
political instability compound the confusion' with 
which the average American regards Africa. 


The merger of Tanganyika and Zanzibar produced 


Tanzania, one of the most interesting of Africa's 
young nations. In 1964 the discovery of the remains 
of a race of upright, small-brained pygmies dating 
back- 1,820,000 years arid seemingly directly linked 
with thinking man, indicated humanity may have 
originated there. 


Julius Nyerere, the Roman Catholic school teacher 


who guided the East African nation to independence, 
and who remains Tanzania's dominant figure, ranks 
among the truly significant and hopeful leaders on a 
continent still woefully weak in trained leadership. 


Tanzania's policy of non-alignment between East 


and West offers a fascinating case study. Her com- 
munity development program is a remarkable exam- 
ple of how 10 million Africans, who were more than 
80 per cent illiterate and had average earnings of 
only $58 a year when they gained independence from 
Britain, through cooperative effort can build schools, 
wells and roads, and maintain a hugely successful 
adult literacy program. 


MacDonald knows Tanzania first hand and writes 


with the skill and pace of an expert journalist. The 
book's main faults are an over-abundance o£ detail 
for the lay reader, and the author's enthusiasm for 
virtually everything Tanzania has done, is doing and 
plans to do. A more detached approach and inclusion 
of more critical views would have added balance to 
an essentially valuable book.

Rusted Tin Box 
Tells Sacrifices 
Of Nursing Nuns

- A piece of Appletcn history was recalled recently 
when the cornerstone of the now-razed, old St. Eliza- 
beth Hospital was opened. Like' a period drama in 
flashback — or a slice-of-life play — the contents of 
the crumbling and rusted tin box set the scene for 
an Appleton of long ago, at the turn of the century. 


New.«-papers . — five- different issues — tell their 


story "of what Appleton was like in 1900 when the 
hospital cornerstone was laid and sealed into place 
with fitting ceremony. A small rosary, worn and 
brown "in color, •' together with a collection of still 
beautiful prayer cards are dramatic reminders of the 
handful of Franciscan nuns who worked so hard with 
courage and .unwavering faith to bring hospital care 
.to Appleton and its surrounding area. The fading 
paper with the careful penmanship of Father John 
Raster cf Sacred Heart Church tells the story of the 
hospital founding; the words', however, are all in 
Latin. 


A tiny medal, corroded beyond recognition, and a 


miniature fabric or leather heart seemingly stuffed 
with a once-pungent filling complete the contents of 
the cornerstone box. 


Only one of the newspapers, the Appleton Post 


for June 16, 1900, is printed in English. The Daily 
Crescent for the day is missing. But the others re- 
veal that the Yankee flavor of the original village of 
Appleton had changed considerably. These news- 
papers were in the German language. 


They carry the 'masthead names of the Appleton 


. Voldibfreund, the Appleton Wecker and Das Mon- 


tags-Blatt, in addition -to the Catholic family weekly 
named Excelsior and published in Milwaukee. 


The Wecker was one of Editor Chris Roemer's 


German newspapers; the others were among the 
several Voldsfreund publications with state-wide dis- 
tribution. The Vclksfreund building was located on 
the site of the present police station.

Thus it was that Sister M. Carola, Sister M. CIo- 


thilde and two other Catholic nuns arrived in Apple- 
ton on Nov. 19, 1899, the feast day of St. Elizabeth.

eyes as he looks cloudward. The only thing more ..ex- 
treme than a nimrod itching to swing a shotgun 
bead on any of our game species of waterfowl is one 
who also bags his ducks and. geese another way-^-by . 
collecting what are commonly 'called "duck, stamps." 


But there must be an increasing number of col- -:' 


lectors who are non-hunters gathering 'together; a 
mixed bag;of these.';Migratory Waterfowl issues which 
began in 1934. More arid more dealer ads.'offering 
duck-stamps for sale to collectors are appearing in 
philatelic publications. And an excellent booklet, Cir- 
cular rii, has been produced for.sale by the U.S.

. .The booklet, entitled "Duck Stamp Data," .gives 
a good deal of background information of the why 
and how of these Federal revenue issues. Each year's 
stamp is explained, including such information as 
the artist's name and background with an accompany- 
ing illustration of the original sketch or .painting, 
from which a duck stamp design was taken. It's a 
handsome booklet, available for 25 cents from the 
Superintendent of Documents; U:S." Government Print- 
ing Off ice, ^Washington, D.C. 20240. 


To the uninitiated, however,-the booklet contains 


a bit of ambiguity. In a paragraph under the subhead 
reading "Scarcity of the Early Issues" it is stated: 
"Issues previous'to 1941 are exceedingly rare." For 
a.beginning collector who measures his stamp pur- 
chases in "how many can I get for a quarter?" most 
duck stamps would seem out oE reach. 
. But-a. stamp, which, sells for $15 nowadays could; 
hardly be considered rare. And that's the highest 
retail price for the scarcest of the duck stamps, unless 
the collector seeks exceptionally superb condition or 
a-fine plate number single. That "rarest" of Migra- 
tory Waterfowl stamps is the 1935 issue, second of 33 
issued to date. That's for a-mint copy; a cancelled 
copy would be $10 at the most. 


• On the basis of attractiveness and exceptional'en- 
graving and printing, on a progressive year-by-year, 
basis, the duck stamps, however, deserve any col- 
lector's interest and admiration. The designs have 
been drawn from the artistic efforts of some of Amer-- 
ica's finest wildlife artists. And beginning with the' 
1959-60' stamp, they have been printed in multiple 
colors—making them even more handsome additions- 
to anyone's album.

Las Vega_s Contest May Answer 
Questions About Rubber Bridge

The rubber bridge to'urnament to be -held in Las 


Vegas early in October poses some interesting ques- 
tions: Will big money prizes spoil the game? Can we 
stop the trend toward outrageously-complicated bid- 
ding? Is rubber bridge a test of skill? 


., Opposition to money prizes developed 30 years ago 


when a few New York bridge clubs offered a prize 
of a few Collars to the winner of the weekly duplicate 
game. A prize war developed.-and the clubs got. sick 
of it wheli"tHe"pri2e'5ot--«r—J~"* Aided by the 
American Contract Bridge League, which has always 
been utterly opposed to-cash prizes, the clubs got 
together arid abolished-afl-cashVprizes. 


The League opposes cash prizes partly because . 


even a good player occasionally makes a horrible bid 
or play. It's bad enough that he looks foolish; it 
would be worse if people thought he had deliberate- 
ly "thrown" the hand to help a friend win a sizable 
money prize. 


'This sort of thing cannot;happen in a' rubber 


bridge tournament. People make bad plays, _but no- 
body can get ah advantage/by., having extra points 
thrown to him. You either win a match or lose it," 
but the margin of victory doesn't; matter. 


Complicated bidding lias kept many bridge en- • 


thusiasts away from ordinary tournaments. It's dif- 
ficult-to remember a dozen unusual bids every time 


: you change opponents.;

; No complicated systems are allowed in a well-, 


-regulated rubber bridge tournament. In the October 
'contest at the Sands Hotel, certain bids will be listed 
as "standard"—such as forcing two-bids, strong no- 
trumps, Blackwood, and perhaps Stayman. Every- 
thing else is called "unusual." 


A partnership is allowed to use only a maximum 


of three unusual bids. These must be written down 
and explained to the opponents .before each match 
begins. It's easy to understand what the opponents 
are doing if they are so strictly limited.to "natural" 
bidding. .

-. To win a rubber bridge tournament you must not 
only bid and play skillfully, but you must also watch 
the scorepad like a hawk. When the last hand of the 
match comes along you must bid. enough to give 
yourself a crack at the number of points you need.

ment In : New York ten years ago, illustrates the 
principle.. North and South were 1,600 points behind 
when the last hand of the match was dealt.

Three Weeks in African Bush 
Oshkosh Hunter Realizes Safari Dream

OSHKOSH — A dream that 


began in grade school for 
Kenneth Spatt, 1116 Indian Point 
Road, grew into the reality of 
an African safari last month. 


Spatt, a 36-year-old therapist 


at Winnebago State Hospital, 
returned last week from Mo- 
zambique, Africa, bone >tired 
and "almost satisfied" 
after 


three weeks in the bush. 


Some 10 selected trophies of 


his skill will follow him home 
for display in his basement 
game room. 


What most people consider a 


"millionaire's vacation" was his 
after three years of planning 
and saving, half a lifetime of 
dreaming, and a wife who 
implemented with enthusiasm. 


He'killed two cape buffalo, 


both while they charged -him. 
He watched a trophy lion lope 
past and never found another to 
match his magnificance al- 


though many roared around his 
camp at night. 


Experienced Thrills 


He experienced the thrill of 


beinging down a sable and a 
kudu, and tested his skill and 
courage in the face of primitive 
danger. There were nights of 
waiting and watching at baited 
water holes. There were early 
mornings and late afternoons in 
the dust and the heat with the 
excitement of safari hunting. 


Spatt's romance with Africa 


and the safari began with 
Theodore Roosevelt's book, "Af- 
rican Game Trails," a tale 
which fired his imagination and 
kept him from geography be- 
cause it fit neatly behind that 
large text book. 


He dreamed of the bush and 


.of lions while he plinked away 
at squirels near his Oshkosh 
home. - 


The dream got sidetracked for, 


awhile, Spatt said. There were 
three years with the Army in 
Hawai, there was marriage and 


a job and two children, a son, 
now 9, and a baby daughter. 
Spatt hunted in Wyoming on 
horseback and in Canada. The 
dream of Africa began to build 
despite the deer and moose 
racks on the wall. 


Three years ago he began 


planning in earnest, saving with 
his wife's help for the African 
trip, working holidays and off- 
days to add to his vacation 
funds. He said Dr. James Payne 
of the hospital staff helped with 
the planning. A travel agency 
made the arrangements 
he 


requested. 


He carried 26 pounds of guns, 


w3ua Browning .338 magnum 
and a Witherby .257 magnum), 
13 pounds of ammunition, and 
his hunting clothes when he left 
by plane for Lisbon, Portugal, 
Luanda, Angola, and Beira, 
Mozambique. He made a side 
trip to Salisbury, 
Rhodesia, 


while waiting four days for his 
credentials to clear. 


Spatt said he selected Mo- 


zambique 
because 
relatively 


stable political conditions in that 
Portugese colony, comparative- 
ly reasonable costs of hunting 
licenses and permits, its air 
accessibility, and good lion kill 
statistics. 


He paid $106 for a 30-day 


hunting license and an addition- 
al $13 each for licenses to hunt 
lion and leopard. The safari cost 
$3,000 for 30 days. 


Spatt prefers to hunt alone. 


His safari included a "white- 
hunter" and his apprentice. A 
dozen native Mozambique were 
servants, skinners, gun bearers, 
and trackers. A camp lion caller 
added his special skill to the 
group. 


A slow 10-hour trip, mostly 


over dirt roads, brought Spatt to 
the first camp in the Zambezi 
River basin. This was dry 
country and Spatt said clouds of 
dust followed the Land Rover 
and enveloped it at every stop. 


He hunted the wary and
